D etroit’s chief water 
officer said that the HEW was jeopardizing Detroit’s 
sewer and w ater program with a “cheap publicity stunt.”

The Mich­ 
igan United Conservation Clubs has protested oil slicks 
ko heavy they killed thousands of wild ducks.

The Public Health Service made a study of the 
Menominee River a year ago and found it polluted be­ 
yond acceptable health standards by discharges from 
pulp mills and municipal sewage.

Head Of Police 
Retires At Hi 


EAST LANSING (AP>—Back 
in 1930 Joseph Childs came out 
of Albion College with ambi­ 
tions for a coaching career. He 
ended up “coaching” a squad of 
some 1.260 state i>olicemen. 
Childs, 55. retired after 
13 
years as state police commis­ 
sioner Wednesday, turning the 
position over to Capt. Frederick 
Davids, 51, former commander 
gi the Detroit State Police Dis­ 
trict. 
Childs said he will be avail­ 
able to help Davids get orient­ 
ed, but “I’m sure he won’t need 
help in making any decisions.” 
Meanwhile, “ I’ll do some fish­ 
ing.” said the gray-haired, bald­ 
ing commissioner. 'T il do sonic 
tinkering and some gardening. 
Right at the moment I'm not 
job hunting.” 
Childs was the man who ruled 
that state troopers should retire 


before their 56th birthday and 
I he felt he. too, should live up to 
the ruling. He will be 56 Aug. 
28. 
No Regrets 
“ I had a good career.” he said. 
! “I have no regrets at all. It 
was a challenging life, an inter­ 
esting one.” 
Coaching and teaching jobs 
were scarce when Childs was 
graduated 
from 
Albion. 
He 
came to East Lansing and ob­ 
tained an application to join the 
state police, but didn't use it 
until 1934. The Depression also 
restricted the number of troop­ 
ers. 
Back home in Battle Creek, 
he worked at a gasoline station 
and later operated one of his 
own. 
Force Doubled 
As a trooper, he served at Bay 
City, Flint. Cheboygan. Brigh- 
; ton and East Lancing. In 1937 
he was assigned to headquar­ 
ters and worked his way up to 
lieutenant in 1950. 
Just 1*2 years later, former 
iGov. G. Mcnnen Williams ap­ 
pointed 
h i rn 
commissioner. 
While Childs was chief, the size 


I of tho state police force more 
I than doubled. 
“The reputation the state po­ 
l i t e now enjoy was not accom­ 
plished in the last few years,” 
Childs said. “It has been accom­ 
plished only over an extended 
period of time. There’s a great 
future for this outfit.” Childs 
rates the biggest problems for 
law enforcement officers today 
as mounting traffic, a steadily 
increasing crime rate, and rn 
need for more well-trained po­ 
licemen in the Juvenile area.

WAR AGAINST VD—Knocked down but not out by the 
advent of penicillin, infectious syphilis increased last 
year for the seventh consecutive year, reports the Ameri­ 
can Social Health Organization. The 22,733 cases re­ 
ported in 1964 were the greatest number since 1950. U.S. 
Public Health Service estimates there were about an­ 
other 100,000 unreported cases. Reported gonorrhea 
victims also increased by 20,000 over 1963—to 290,003 
in 1964. Syphilis incidence rate in the 20 to 24 age 
group was four and one-half times the national average. 
Among teen-agers, the syphilis and gonorrhea rate was 
twice the national average. Congress has earmarked 
$10 million this fiscal year for the fi^ht against venereal 
disease.

today there were 13.710 
traffic deaths in the nation dur­ 
ing the first four months this 
year, a 2 per cent increase over 
the same period last year. 
Legislatures in Montana and 
North Dakota recently approved 
bills requiring safety belts for 
front seats of all new cars, 
starting with the 1966 models. 
Gov. Henry Rellmon signed a 
sim ilar measure for Oklahoma.

Rose Chafer Time 
Calls For Sprays 
The annual invasion of rose 
chafers can be expected 
now 
and it will last for the next tout 
weeks. 
Rose chafers attack flowering 
plants such as roses, Iris, peo­ 
nies, dahlias and poppies. They 
also attack some fruit such as 
strawberries 
and 
raspberries. 
The rose chafer 
is

most troublesome in sandy soil 
areas and is found locally most­ 
ly in an area surrounding Ea- 
canaba and Gladstone and in the 
cities themselves.
